(ii) the words "ships” name and the port of registry shall be marked both in Hindi and English with Hindi letters in 

superior position” shall be added at the end. 

(b) in clause (b), for the words "cut in" the words "on a brass plate 30 ems long and 6 ems wide. The same shall be 
affixed in a consequous place on the navigation bridge” shall be substituted. 

(c) for clause (c), the following clause shall be substituted, namely 

“(c) Her scale of draught marks shall be cut off in metres and decimetres both forward and act on the port and starboard 
side respectively”. 

(d) in para after clause (c),— 

(i) for the words "few feet” the words “not more than 2 metres" shall be substituted.
